- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant discussed his understanding of the cited art and how he 
believed his claimed invention was not obvious in light of the cited art. Specifically, applicant suggested that the 
combined reference lacked motivation because Muraki apparatus is an electron lithography apparatus and Ichihashi. It 
was pointed out that applicant had not presented this contention in either the interview request form or the preivous 
argument. Therefore, the examiner was not aware of this line of reasoning. Nevertheless, it was pointed out to the 
applicant that the art has established a strong correlation between electron lithography apparatus and SEM. Applicant 
further argued that the inclusion of a secondary electron detector would not follow from Muraki because he believes all 
electrons would be absorbed in the sample in lithography. The examiner disagreed with this contention and pointed 
out Muraki teaches detection of sample shinkage/expansion, which obviously suggest detecting secondary electrons. 
No agreement was reached.. 
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
